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If you are thinking of building a 
home, you'll be interested in the sug- 
gestion of the FHA that economically 
sound budgeting permits of a total 
investment in house and lot that does 
not exceed two and one-half times the 
annual income, and monthly payments 
are not more than 25 per cent of the 
net monthly income. 

“Net monthly income” is your income 
less obligations pledged on installment 
contracts in existence. 

In other words, the FHA figures that 
if you have a steady income of $75 per 
month, you may safely undertake 
homebuilding on a house and lot of 
a total value of $2,250 and may fi- 
nance $2,000 of it under FHA and your 
monthly payments should not exceed 
$18.75. 

If you’re earning $150, you can have 
a $4,500 home with as much as $4,000 of 
it financed through FHA, and your 
monthly payments shouldn’t exceed 
$37.50.

A satisfying book is “Country Mat- | 


ters” by Clare Leighton who in private 
life is Mrs. Henry Brailsford, wife of 
the English political writer. Miss 
Leighton became famous with her wood 
engravings. Some of her best shown 
last month at the Paul Elder galleries 
in San Francisco: unusual vignettes 
of farm laborers, flowers, birds, vines, 
etc. 

“Country Matters” has great pictor- 
ial beauty. Underlying its text and en- 
gravings, however, it has a deeper value 
as it is a kind of vindication that the 
country remains the country in spite of 
service stations, radios and bus lines. 
Miss Leighton maintains that the ro- 
mance and beauty of the English vil- 
lage have not been destroyed in spite 
of the restlesa tug of modern civiliza- 
tion and the }yapidly becoming stan- 
dardized worl She believes, as many 

- Ameyicans believe, that in the 
country~side lies the last hope for the 
sanity of mankind. 

What she writes about the English 
village could be easily paralleled about 
our own American villages. Tramps, for 
example. She has a kindly feeling to- 
ward them and she believes that they 
can teach you much. She gives some 
humorous accounts of the tramps she 
has known, but, best of all is the ac- 
count of the old lady who befriended 
them. She lived out in- the country by 
herself, beyond the call of neighbors 
who used to fear she might be mur- 
dered by tramps. The old lady laughed 
at their fears. It was true that there 
were sO many and that they always 
went to her house for boiling water for 
their drink. “With scriptural generos- 
ity she would give them tea, milk, 
sugar, butter on their bread and the 
use of her. oil stove for their cooking. | 
“And why should they want to murder 
me?” she would ask, “We understand 
each other so well. It just happéns that 
it’s I who have the tea and the but- 
ter. But it might just as well happen 
the other way round.”
